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SAN DIEGO EXPOSITION 

The Exposition in San Diego — in com- 
memoration of the opening of the Pan- 
ama Canal — was conceived in 1909. It 
met with instant favor and ever since 
that moment the entire city has labored 
continuously at the gigantic task of 
preparation for a great fair of this 
character. 

In a project of the magnitude the San 
Diego Exposition has attained multi- 
farious features are presented. There 
are so many hundreds of these features 
already arranged, built or in hand, that 
ti would be an impossible task to de- 
tail them all. A visit to the grounds 
of the San Diego Exposition is one of 
the sights of Southern California, one 
that is necessary in order to gather 
the full scope, character and meaning 
of the Exposition itself. Hundreds, 
even thousands of persons visit the site 
monthly. Situated in a public park 
within a mile of the business center of 
the city, reached by trolley lines and 
auto lines, the San Diego Exposition 
Is the most accessible exposition that 
has ever been planned. The city sur- 
rounds it on every side, and it is not 
necessary to take a long, tedious ride 
to reach any of the four great gates. 
A ten minutes' walk from any portion 
of the business and hotel section suf- 
aces to reach the grounds.

Similar in spirit is the display which 
is called the "Painted Desert," at the 
north end of the amusement street 
called the "Isthmus" — the San Diego 
successor to the old time "Pike" and 
"Midway." With rocks brought from 
Arizona and New Mexico, with desert 
ceadr and cactus and pinon wood, with 
the labor of white men and the more 
important labor of the red men them- 
selves, has been transplanted to the Ex- 
position the life of the Indian of the 
American Southwest. No ordinary In- 
dian village is this. Here are the habi- 
tations of the cliff dwellers, the "ho- 
gans' 'of the Navajos and the other 
nomadic tribes; and the towering pueb- 
los of the Zunis and Hopis. 

In the cool crevices of the rock the 
Navajo women are working, weaving 
their rugs and blankets, the children 
carding and sorting the colored wool. 
On the roofs of the adobe dwellings 
the Pueblo Indians are shaping their 
pottery and hammering out their silver 
and copper ornaments, 
"kivas" the braves are 
ously in their dances 
ancestors danced long before the com- 
ing of the white man. They are build- 
ing new hogans and new adobe houses 
and tearing them down again to move 
elsewhere in the Desert. They bring 
their wares into the trading post. It 
is the very life itself. 

The "Painted Desert," at the San 
Diego Exposition is worth the journey 
to San Diego if there were not another 
thing to see; but you are running past 
one of the most beautiful Expositions 
ever held by man, if you fail to see it.

All the way to San Diego, 
to San Bernardino, to San Francisco, 
and to points of attraction not so far 
distant, these beautiful roads, upon 
which millions of dollars have been 
expended, lure and beckon the tourist 
to the full bent of outdoor enjoyment. 

The motor vehicle act, recently passed 
by the California Legislature, provides 
for the registration of automobiles with 
the State Engineering Department, the 
fees to be collected by the State Treas- 
urer. All revenues from the registra- 
tion of motor cars, after paying the cost 
of operating the license bureau, is di- 
vided equally between the State High- 
way Commission for the maintenance of

State highway and the counties from 
which the license is taken out. In the 
latter case the money is expended upon 
the local highways. There is also ad- 
ded the fines collected by each justice 
of the peace or police magistrate for 
the violation of any provisions of the 
act. The law raises the speed limit 
on county roads from 20 miles 
miles per hour and unifies the 
laws of the various towns and 
within the State by establishing 
mum speed limits which cannot be ab- 
rogated by local ordinances. 

Further provisions of the act require 
the licensing of all chauffeurs and driv- 
ers with the State authorities, such 
licenses being revocable for cause.

Local magistrates are required to re- 
port to the Department of Engineer- 
ing each violation of the act that comes 
within their jurisdiction and the En- 
gineering Department can cancel the 
license of a car if the offense seems to 
warrant doing so. 

Records of all cars with their num- 
bers and owner's names must be kept 
by garages and repair shops and such 
records are open to the public at all 
times.
